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_ Suggestions for Improvement 


of Arbitration Procedure. 


(By B. A> N,) 

The arbitration features of the afliliatea 
ass’ns, and the National Ass’n, should be 
attractive features, and be an _ induce- 
ment to grain dealers to connect them- 
selves with ass’n ‘work, Our courts are 
practically boards of arbitration, and the 
expense and annoyance incident to pro- 
secuting claims before them can be avoid- 
ed through a proper system of arbitra- 
tion, with settlements more universally 
satisfactory, if the procedure is correct. 

If the manner of instituting arbitration 
proceedings, and statement of the cases, 
and the introduction of evidence is care- 
lessly drawn, discontent follows, the objects 
of arbitration are defeated, and in many 
instances the parties thereto, are so ag- 
UOTPOUUOD Alay} WopuLqE 0} Sv poAsodLts 
with the associations. 

Under the present plan of arbitration 
appeals to the National Ass’n my be taken 
by either party, but under such conditions 
as practically to require the. institution 
of new and original proceedings. For in- 
stance, under the present construction of 
the mode of procedure, a new bond is re- 
quired from each party, and additional 
fees are required to be deposited by each 
of the litigants. Should one party be sat- 
isfied with the award of the first commit- 
tee and decline to assist in perfecting the 
appeal, a highly unsatisfactory condition 
would develop. 

A uniform system should be adopted 
whereby the indemnity bonds taken by 
affiliated organizations could be trans- 
ferred and protect the National Arbitra- 
tion Committee, and the party aggrieved 
at the first decision should be required 
to put up the necessary amount of money 
to perfect his appeal, independent of the 
action of the other party. Anything short 
of that will result in discontent and a 
feeling that arbitraton is less efficient 
than it should be. 

Some rule governing the introduction of 
evidence should be adopted and that should 
harmonize with the ordinary rules of evi- 
dence required in a court of law. The pro- 
cedure begun in the first instance and ter- 

- minating with the appeal to the National 
Arbitration Committee should be carefully 
wrought out and gotten on as nearly per- 
fect lines as ‘possible, to the end that a 
party will have some intelligent guide for 
the introduction of evidence. 

There should also be some provision for 
a new trial or review on the application 
and showing of one party, similar to that 
allowed in the courts of law; and more 
particularly should that be true in ar- 
bitration cases ‘than cases in court, for 
the reason, that the arbitrating commit- 
tees are not skilled lawyers, and not al- 
ways competent judges of the force ana 
effect that should be given to evidence, 
so when an injustice is likely to follow 
a decision, and that is brought to their 
attention by motion for rehearing, they 
should have the authority to review their 
verdict and render a finding based on the 
review. ; 

The whole subject of arbitration should 
be placed in the hands of a competent 
committee, with instructions to revise and 
report a code of procedure, recommend- 
ing its adoption, not only by the National, 
but by the affiliated associations, so that 
there will be a harmonious blending of 
the elements necessary to a perfect, or a 
reasonably perfect procedure. 

Property interests are involved in every 
controversy, and when men become mem- 
bers of an association, and agree to have 


their differences involving property rights 
arbitrated, it is on the presumption that 
the same will be done in a reasonably in- 
telligent and legal manner; anything short 
of that- would not be sustaimed by the 
courts, nor will it be sustained by the 
inembership as it becomes more conyersant 


with the imperfect procedure. 


To the end that we may accomplish the 
highest aims of the Association, and set- 
tle controversies and differences between 
members in a way most likely to be sat- 
isfactory, let us have such a review of 
the rules and regulations under the super- 
vision of a capable attorney or others qual- 
ified to:furmish the skill and knowledge 
necessary for a proper procedure, and 
when the same has been adopted by the 
National Assn, report it to the affiliated 
ass’ns urging its adoption by each of 
then.
